Baccalaureate!  Don’t  you  remem- 
ber? It  was  at  that  ceremony  that 
you  proudly  trailed  down  the  aisle 
of  the  auditorium  in  your  gray  cap 
and  gown.  But  if  you  had  lived  in 
the  year  1633  you  would  be  getting 
a degree  at  the  Baccalaureate  exer- 
cises instead  of  just  a sermon. 

Surely  you  recall  the  sweet  dream 
you  had  while  the  “Wise  Men’’  were 
supposed  to  be  giving  you  philosoph- 
ical advice  mingled  with  their  corny 
jokes.  Had  you  been  a graduate  of 
Yale  in  1871  instead  of  JT  in  1942, 
you  wouldn’t  have  had  to  attend 
Baccalaureate  ceremonies  at  all.  It 
is  recorded  that  one-third  or  more 
of  every  class  was  always  absent 
from  the  Baccalaureate  discourse. 

Very  few  girls  missed  Baccalau- 
reate because  if  they  did,  they  would 
be  sacrificing  one  new  dress.  You 
see,  every  girl  of  the  class  had  three 
beautiful  new  frocks  for  commence- 
ment, one  for  baccalaureate,  one  for 
graduation  and  one — well  you  can 
guess  what  for. 

The  Oxford  English  Dictionary 
defines  baccalaureate  as  a practice 
of  some  American  universities.

Avis  Halleland  Joins 
Cadet  Nursing  Corps 

Have  you  ever  seen  Avis  Halleland 
wince  and  shrink  away  when  some- 
one affectionately  touched  her  arm? 
It’s  not  that  she’s  grown  cold  or  dis- 
tant; it’s  just  the  shots  she’s  been 
taking  since  she  joined  the  cadet 
nursing  corps.  She  expects  to  enter 
Silver  Cross  Hospital  for  training 
about  August  21. 

The  idea  of  entering  the  nursing 
field,  says  Avis,  is  not  new  to  her. 
“Ever  since  I can  remember  I have 
entertained  ideas  of  being  a nurse, 
and  now  in  the  next  few  months  will 
come  the  climax  to  my  ambitions.  No 
other  field — and  I have  investigated 
many — has  so  much  interested  me. 
Helping  those  who  can’t  help  them- 
selves is  what  appeals  to  me.” 

The  cadet  plan  enables  girls  to  re- 
ceive this  training  under  government 
supervision.  The  government  pays 
tuition  fees,  book  fees,  and  a small 
monthly  salary  during  training.  The 
plan  provides  two  and  one  half  years 
of  schooling  and  six  months  of  in- 
ternship. 

Uniforms  are  furnished:  cadet 
gray  suits  with  red  epaulets.  There 
are  both  summer  and  winter  uni- 
forms with  top  conts  and  rain  coats 

The  cadet  must  sign  a statement 
that  she  will  remain  in  essential 
nursing  service  for  the  duration  and 
six  months  after.  This  means  that 
she  must  remain  active  in  hospitals 
wherever  she  is  needed.  She  may  join 
one  of  the  services  if  she  wishes. 

Ajvis  will  probably  not  join  any 
service  until  her  training  is  complete 
though  right  now  she  leans  toward 
the  navy  nurse  corps.
